things” of the text imply more than 
physical facts: they include spiritual 
truth. 
Faith is reason rectified and 
enlightened by the spirit of God. 
It 
is the organ by which we apprehend 
spiritual tru th ; therefore, the proof of 
spiritual things implies the possessio'. 
of faith. 
After the gift of faith is re­ 
ceived the process of proof is precisely 
aa in natural things. 
The scientist 
develops the 
knowledge 
of 
natural 
law from observation of facts. 
New­ 
ton saw 
the 
apple 
fhll 
and 
he 
thought of th e law of gravitation, but 
not content with H eroizing he rested 
not till the truth was dem onstrated 
by m athem atical calculation. 
A chrism 
dan who is content with “I think” 
am ounts 
to nothing. 
As does the 
scientist he m ust verify by the canon. 
The life of Jesus is the christian's can- 
on.

At the evening services Dr. W est 
discussed the last clause of the text. 
“Hold fast the good.” 
T he good is 
composite, including 
the true, 
the 
beautiful and the right. The christian 
m ust be not only alert to seize but 
tenacious to held the good. 
It Is like 
propelling a boat up stream : as long 
as we ply the oars vigorously we 
m ake progress but when we relax our 
efforts we drift with the tide. By hold­ 
ing fast the good we form the habit, 
and the habit when developed is a 
nucleus around which character crys- 
talizes and thus fixes the course of 
life.

A tter the sermon Dr. West bade 
an affectionate farewell to his con­ 
gregation. 
He spoke feelingly of the 
uniform kindness and even generos­ 
ity which he has received from all 
the people of Bryan. 
They have min­ 
istered to him in affliction and his 
h eart is full of gratitude. 
He men­ 
tioned especially the Eagle and the 
Pilot and prayed th at God’s blessing 
may be upon both.
